)e storm In the vkluity of Indtaiui 
^or waa the most serera erer 
theMi Tbree people are known 
to be dead, sereral are tatelly hart 
aod at midnifht there ware s««veral 
others reported missing and they may 
be burled In the ruins of their homes 
A two-Btory brick bulldlnc, knovn 
aa the Barker building, was blown 
do«Ai and a numiber of peopla wbobad 
sought shelter tbera were borled In the 
ruins. 

The fitorm rovort'd tho entire rotjion 
around Hammond and Indiana Har- 
bor, and was cyclonic In its nature. 
Telegraph and telephona wires are 
down. 

In addition to Barker building, 
six other Btrm tur>^ are demolished, 
and a hasty romit has shOWB that at 
least 32 are unroofed. 

For a dlBitance of 30 miles from In- 
diana Htobor and Hammond all the 
wires are down, and all the street car 
lines have been put nut of business 
by the blowing down of their wlree. 

To the north of tho city tlie 9tx)rm 
was also severe, much damage having 
been dona In the suburbs of Evanston, 
Rogers Park and Thornton. It waa re- 
ported late at night that there hiM 
been loss of life In Thornton, but it 
was Impoeslble to verify the report 
l>ecauae of the lack of telegraph and 
telephcma wires. 

In the city proper no balldlaga were 
damaged to any great extent 

The storm created havoc In the to^n 
of Hammond, Ind. A number of resi- 
dences were badly dameged, and two 
I>eople were Injured but not fatally 
One end of the large plant of the Re- 
public Iron and Steel Co, was blown 
dofm, causing a loaa of tl leisa^ |25,- 
000. A number of business Bouses 
were unroofed and the olty Thursday 
night was In total darkness. So many 
of the el er trio light wires were blown 
down that the authorities compelled 
the ooupdar to shut' off all power. Mt 
Uvea might be lost through contact 
with live tUfes. In the freight yards 
of the r(,>ail9 running through Ham- 
mond great damage was done. Many 
ears were unr<Kifed or blown over and 
the yards in many places were pljed 
with wreckage. 

In Grand Crossing, eight miles south 
of the center of tho city, a number 
of bulUllnKB were wreTke<l. freight cars 
blown about the yards and the tracks 
of the railroads co\ rnd with debris to 
auch an extsB't that t)ie najorl^ of in* 
citniar tralosr ir«r« dMsjieaed' » call 
upon their paaiengers to assist In re- 
tK>Ting the wreckage from the tracks 
so that the trains could procood. 

In the suburban town of Thornton, 
the frame dwalllnff of E. Gardner was 
blown Into a stone quarry and was 
iredueed to kindling wood. Gardner 
waa fatally hurt and his wife sustained 
serious injuries. Several other people 
were Injured and It was Impossible to 
summon aid by telephone or telograph. 
Mounted mefisengers were eent to the 
town of Daiton, five miles away, to 
•TuamoB nediettl sdd. The Lutheran 
church at Thornton was blown down 
and a number of residences damaged. 

The fall of rain west and north of 
Evanston. which Is 12 miles north of 
Cbioago, waa ao heavy that the crops 
were badly dMMcedj It is said that 
tlnr tba* fio tf* wtieir irlMit la this 
mom IriU aiMVtt^ to IW.OM.

It Wss Won By a LIttIs Girl By the

Lexington, tj., kareh iS.— A race 
with death was won by Ruth Miles, a 
5-year-eId girl from Kyden, Thursday 

night, by delaying the L. & E. train 
from Jackson, a half hour. Hyden is 
a remote mountain town. Physicians 
announced Tueaday morning that the 
child's life could be saved only by hav- 
ing an operation pf^rformed on her 
lungs in a liCxIngfon hospital. A flat 
boat was procured and the little girl 
with her entire family floated down 
the Kentucky river to Jackson, a dis- 
tance of 60 miles. They were 51 houn 
on the water. They saw that they 
would be a half hour late in reaching 
the railroad station and telephone/l 
for the train to wait, which was done. 
Physicians said Thursday night that 
a day's delay in reaching Lexington 
would perhaps have cost the child its

St. Pctorsburp, Marcli 2.'S. — Accord- 
ing to information received here 
strong fbrtlAcMiobs have been erect- 
ed for the defenao oC Hatbin and Liao 
Yang. 

The constrTirtlon of batteries at New 
Chwang continues to be feverishly 
pushed, and it Is believed that tha» 
place will shortly be in a condition to 
reeJst evMi a determined aeiault by 
the Japanese. 

Eighty-two field engineers have left 
for the front for service in connection 
with the erection of fortifications and 
other work incident to the Russiaa 
operations. 

According to reports received here 
the police of Harbin have taken meas- 
ures to prevent the proprietors of 
shops increasing the price of provis- 
ions. S<n-oral of the shops have been 
dosed, and the proprietors who in 
creased their prices have beeo prose 
cuted. Countrymen are bringing In 
supplies, which fact tends to keep 
prices down. 

People from Harbin says that the 
inhabitants there are tranquil and 
have no fear of wliat the future may 
bring forth. They deny the rumors 
that 6,000 persona are without shelter 
on the shore of Lake Baikal waitfng 
for transportation to E^u■opean Russia.

Party of Wealthy Japaneee Has Ar- 
rived In This Country. 

Seattle, Waah., March 26.— A party 

of wealthy Japaneee has arrived to 
visit the principal centers of the Unit- 
ed States, inspect rolling mills and 
factories of all kinds, look into the 
condition of the poor, examine the 
practical working of the laws and as- 
certain if possible whether religion en- 
ters into any apprwiablo extent Into 
the actual dally life of the people. 

One of the party, a graduate of the 
Toklo university, said that after most 
careful esamlnnitlon absolutely unpre^ 
udlced and free from preconceptlon<>, 
the Japanese had unanimously and un- 
hesitatingly rojettid the religion of 
the Europeans aa something of which 
they did not Irant and did not need.

MORE TROOPS SENT TO TELLURIOE 



A Special Series of Five Denomina- 
tions Will Be Issued. 

Washington, March 25. — The post of- 
fice department Thursday announced 
that a special series of stamps of five 
denominations to commemorate the 
Louisiana purchase exposition of 1903 
and to be known ss the commemora- 
tive series of 1904, will bH Issued b<»- 
glnnlng April 21, for sale to tho public 
during the term of the exposition, from 
April 80 to December 1, 1&U4. A sup- 
ply of the regular Issue of stamps 
also will be kept in stock by all post 
offices during this i>erlod. The com- 
memorative stamps will be a^ follows: 
1 cent, green, with portrait of Robert 
R. Livingston, United States minister 
to France, who conducted the Louisi- 
ana purcliaee negotiations; S cent, red, 
portrait of Thomas Jeltersoo, presi- 
dent of the United Statee at tlie time 
of the purchase; 2 cent, purplo, por- 
trait of James Munroe, special ambas- 
tador to France, who with Livingston 
closed the negotiations for the pur- 
chase; t cent, blue, portrait of William 
McKlnley, who ss president af^roved 
the act of congress connecting the 
United States government with the 
exposition, and 10 cent, brown, bear- 
ing a United States map showiilf the ' 
territory of the purchase. | 
These stamps will not be iseutd in ' 
book form. There will be no commem- ' 
oratlve issue of stamped envelopes, 
newspaper wrappers, postal card', 
special deliverv or p 'Stage due stanip.j.
